Imperial Navy Has Taken Precautions to Prevent the 
Russians Slipping Through Between the Loochoo Is- 

lands—No Fight for a Week Unless the Third Squad- 

ron Attacks the Slavs.

OKIO, April 16.—[{Exclusive Dispatch.] It can be said confi- 

dently that the Russian fleet has not progressed far in the last 

three days. Its exact position is known in the Admiralty Office 
here, and it is not as far east today as it was last Thursday. 

It is known beyond all doubt that some time Thursday Rojest- 
vénsky’s battleships, cruisers and colliers turned on their course. 
They were then a hundred miles southwest of Paracels Islands, but 
after dark changed their course, and, turning sharply north, entered 
the mouth of the Gulf of Tonking. | 

The government does not make known just where the Russian 
fleet is, but it can be semi-officially said that it is in two sections 
northeast of the Hongkong trade route, and hénce really farther 
away from the Island of Formosa by 300 miles than when reported 
last Wednesday by the British warship Sutlej. 

The Navy Department expects the Russian commander to take 
one of two routes when he gets into the Japanese waters south of 
Formosa, and every naval precaution has been taken to force at least 
a section of the Russian fleet to fight. The warships will have to 
pass through the Straits of Formosa, or go outside between the 
Island of Formosa and the Loochoo group of islands. 

The Navy Department tonight announced that the defense 
zones had been perfected in Formosa Straits and the waters sur- 
rounding the islands of Oshima, Emikoff and Okinawa. These are 
just south of Van Dieman Straits, and less than fifty miles from 
Kuishu Island, the most southerly of the main Japanese group, of 
which Nagasaki is the principal port. | rj 

It is thus clear that the imperial navy has taken precautions to 
preventathe Russians from slipping through between any of the 
Loochoo Islands and what might properly be called the mainland. 
Now that the Admiralty has Said, almost ft direct words, that the 
Russian fleet is still 1000 miles from Formosa, a conflict between 
the battleships is not looked for within a week, but at any moment 
a victory may be reported to Tokio, as it is certain that the Third 
Squadron, made up of cruisers and torpedo-boat destroyers, is well 
down between Paracels Islands and the mainland in the China Sea. 
This would bring them very near the Russian squadron, and un- 
doubtedly it is these ships which have kept Tokio informed of 
Rojestvensky’s movements.

No such opportun- 
ity for redressing a long-felt grievance 
has ever before offered itself: and 
right now, at the very inception of 
the government enterprise, is the crit- 
ical moment to make sure of its not 
being missed. In virtue of our geo- 
graphical position we cannot but share 
in the boom times after the Isthmian 
Canal is completed; but in the inter- 
vening period of six years, or a full 
decade, there is time to create at least 
the nucleus of a big ocean-to-ocean 
trade. Fairness to Los Angeles in 
this matter of the new government- 
owned route will be no injustice to 
Sen Francisco. In both sections of 


the State there is ample room for 


commercial expansion, each along its 
own distinctive lines of production.

Gustave Schlotterbeck. the — 
ative of Hetnrich Conrted, tells an 
interesting story of occurrences in San 
Francisco last week.

live comfortably, thanks to their son, 
they have never been used to the ex- 
travagance of sending a telegram, 
much less a message across the ocean, 
This word is merely to break the news 
gently.’

“You can imagine the poor fellow's 
state of mind. Vith tears streaming 
down his face, his lips quivering and 
utteriy unable to speak a Word, he 
stood pitifully alone in the shadow 
of a painted scene for minute after 
minute, awaiting his cue in egony. 
There was scarcely a dry eye on the 
stage, and in all my experience I have 
seldom seen so pathetic and forlorn 
a figure.

In the afternoon when he talked on 
“Faith,” the hall was crowded to the 
limit, and the same thing was repeated 
last night. At the latter meeting the 
house was full except the top gallery 
almost haif an hour before the time for 
beginning the service, and hundreds 
were turned away later in the even- 
ing, though people stood wherever the 
ushers would permit them to stand, 

At the opening of fils evening talk, 
Dr. Meyer took occasion to erpress 
himself sincerely toward the people. of 
Los Angeles for the kindly spirit in 
which he has been received, saying: “It 
will always have a radiance about t 
a feeling of home. I've traveled a bit 
and am accustomed to crowds, but I 
never saw large crowds handied 80 
easily and pleasantly as they hav 
been handled in Los Angeles.” : 

He will go to San Diego this morn- 
ing, and will return this way en route 
to Portland on Thursday, stopping long 
enough to deliver a final address in the 
First Methodist Church at 2:30. [Ob- 
serve change in hour and place.] In 
this talk he will aim to be helpful. to 
everybody, but will talk a part of the 
time on church federation, he being

Old Weights and Measures Going. 
Science has already adopted the met- 
ric system throughout the world, and 
it seems inevitable that industry must 
follow suit, whatever be the tempo- 
rary inconveniences involved by the 


the reform is being more strongly felt 
than in the United States, for with us 
the importance of the home market 
still remains Supreme, and the greater 
portion of our exports goes to England 
where the standards are the same.

Scotia, superintending the completion 
of a new station for transoceanic wire- 
less telegraphy. The site is a new one, 
being seven miles inland from the 
former location, so as to be safe from 
bombardment and destruction by an 
enemy's fleet in the event of wart. As 
the preliminary experimental stage has 
now been passed, the works will be of 
a permanent and most substantial 
character. No less a sum than $200,000 
will be spent on the erection and equip- 
ment of the new station. The estab- 
lishment will be in working order be- 
fore the end of May. By the Marconi 
system vessels equipped with the appa- 
ratus are now in continuous wireless 
communication throughout the Atlan- 
tle passage. On its last voyage the 
Campania received messages évery 
day, and was Kept.jnformed of all the 
important news of the worlr. In mia- 
ocean it also exchanged communication 
with the new Allan line turbine steam- 
er Victorian. Im the course of a re- 
cent interview Marcon! has stated that 
when the station at Pisa is completed, 
which will be within two years, R will 
be possible to send wireless messages 
around the world, via Australia. 
College Course for Artisans. 

A summer school for artizans has 
been successfully carried on for the 
past four years by the college of en- 
gineering of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. It lasts for six weeks, commencing 
towards the end of June, and is meant 
to supply the wants of young men 
wishful to advance ves in their 
trades, but unable to give the time to a 
complete engineering course at college. 
The courses of study offered by the 
summer school are as follows: (1) en- 
gines and boilers (2.) applied electric- 
ity, (3) mechanical drawing and ma- 
chine design, (4) materials of con- 
struction, fuels and lubricants, and (5) 
shop work. The requirements for ad- 
mission do not extend beyond a work- 
ing knowledge of English and arithme- 
tic. Besides the lectures, there is a 
large amount of individual work in 
the laboratories and workshops, practi- 
cal training thus supplementing the 
theoretical training. 

Patent Law in Australia. 

Australia has now a Federal patent 
law and a central patent office at Mel- 
bourne, so that henceforth applications 
for patents will not have to be made 
to six different State governments in 
the island continent, This is both a 
simplification and a saving for invent- 
ors. A patent can now be obtained for 
fourteen years throughout the whole 
of the commonwealth at approximately 


volved. The new Australian law is to 
a great extent based upon the existing 
British system, with the notable ad- 
dition that the official staff, before is- 


suing a patent, must make an exami- 


nation to ascertain whether the inven- 
tion described has been previously pat- 
ented or a patent applied for in any 
of the States composing the federa- 
tion. All existing patents in the indi- 
vidual States remain in full force with 
all the rights granted, 80 t no vest- 
ed interests are disturbed.
